notify the Food and Drug Admini.s- 
tration when they st^irt testing 
new drugs, and inform the agency 
immediately if any injurious side 
effects show up during te.sts. 


The F'DA also may take adminis­ 
trative action to step up policing 
of physicians supplied with experi­ 
mental drugs to make sure they 
have adequate 
testing 
facilitie.s 
and 
submit 
meaningful 
reports 
to the drug manufacturer. 


Beside the po.ssible new regu­ 
lations. Celebrezze joined Pre.si- 
dent Kennedy in urging Congress

Celebrezze, who took office onlyj 
last Tuesday, said he had been

(F D A ' to see what could be done 
about speeding up the proposed 
regulations and expected them to 
be issued “ very soon.” 
F'DA can issue certain régula-; 
tions effective immediately if they 
are deemed necessary to protect 
the public health However, usual 
policy is for the regulations to be 
printed in the 
federal 
register, 
with interested parties being given 
30 days to file any complaints. 
An H E W spokesman indicated this 
policy would be followed. 
Celebrezze said it seemed clear 
that some tightening up was called 
for in regulations governing distri­ 
bution of drugs lo physicians for 
“ investigational purpo.ses” before 
they are put on the market.

Celebrezze, new secre­ 
tary of health, education and wel­ 
fare. said Thursday he planned 
to issue soon tighter regulations 
covering test use on humans of 
such drugs as the baby-deforming 
thalidomide 


Regulations said 
to be under 
consideration include two which 
notify the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration when they start testing 
new drugs, and inform the agency 
immediately if any injurious side 
effects show up during tests. 


The FDA also may take adminis­ 
trative action to step up policing 
of physicians supplied with experi­ 
mental drugs to make sure they 
have adequate 
testing 
facilities 
and 
submit 
meaningful 
reports 
to the drug manufacturer. 


Beside the possible new regu­ 
lations, Celebrezze joined Presi­ 
dent Kennedy in urging Congress 
to 
enact 
new 
legislative 
safe­ 
guards on use of experiments with 
drugs. Indications were Congress 
would act but possibly not go as 
far as the administration would 
like. 


Celebrezze. who took office only 
last Tuesday, said he had been

< FD A i to see what could be done 
about speeding up the proposed 
regulations and expected them to 
be issued “ very soon.’’ 
FD A can issue certain regula­ 
tions effective immediately if they 
are deemed necessary to protect 
the public health However, usual 
policy is for the regulations to be 
printed in the 
federal 
register,' 
with interested parties being given 
30 days to file any complaints j 
An H EW spokesman indicated this* 
policy would be followed. 
Celebrezze said it seemed clear 
that some tightening up was called 
for in regulations governing distri-i 
bution of drugs to physicians for 
“ investigational purposes” before 
they are put on the market.

Politicians Must Fib 


Politicians are forced b y the circunistances of their 
trade to live from day to day. It is the philosopher and 
the historian who risk forecasting the course of events 
and who often take a stand which opposes the current 
fashions. 
Statesm en som etim es gam b le on principles, 
b ut the politician m ust deal with w hat is b efore him. 
Som etim es history and even pub lic opinion reverse 
them selves, usually after the politician i.s dead and 
w hat seem ed to b e so very wrong when it was done, 
m ay, in later years, prove to have b een right.

H erb ert Hoover is an exception, for he has lived long 
enough for pub lic opinion to have reversed itself and 
he who was regarde<l as a failure as President is now 
one of the m ost b eloved m en. On Augu.st 10, he will 
have a b irthday party in West Branch, Iowa, where he 
w as b orn and m any will com e from near and far to 
do him honor. 


A figure such as H itler will b e judged b y his­ 
tory a century or more from now very differently 
from today. 
However, this much is certain: 
he 
was a politician and therefore dealt with im m e­ 
diate events. 
He, like m ost politicians in all of 
*history, lied freely when he needed to and men 
accepted his lies. .So astute a student of political 
currents in 1933 as W alter Lippm an said of a 
speech that Hitler delivered: 


“ The Chancellor staled that ‘nevertheless no G er­ 
m an governm ent will of its own volition b reak an 
agreem ent that cannot b e ab rogated except b y sub sti­ 
tuting a b etter one. 
However, thi.s acknow ledgem ent 
of the legal character of such a treaty can only he a 
general me. 
Not only the victor ha.s claim s to the 
rights granted therein hut also the vanquished. 
The 
right to dem and revision of this treaty, however, is 
founded on the treaty it.self 
As the motif and m easure 
of its dem and, G erm any desires nothing b ut the ex­ 
periences thus far attained, and the undeniab le find­ 
ings of logical, critical reason 
Unless I am greatly 
m istaken, this is the most definite pledge that has yet 
b een given b y any G erm an governm ent that it would 
pursue its claim tor revision within the fram ew ork of 
the Covenant of the League of Nations ’’ 
1 do not quote this to point to a failing of W alter 
Lippm ann as a prophet, 
1 adm ire him too much for 
that 
R ather. I cite this as an exam ple of how danger­ 
ous it IS even for the b righte.st of men to trust to the 
words of politicians who alw ays .say w'hat they need 
to say at the m om ent and change their m inds when 
they need to change their m inds. 


I m ake this point as there is a tendency among 
our people to assum e that b ecause a m an is in 
pub lic life, he will lead rather than b end to the 
comm on will. .\s a m atter of fart, the theory b e­ 
hind the vote is that the chosen person should 
represent those who choose him. H e are ab out to 
choose candidates for the I%3 Llectioo—(iovernors, 
I .S. .Senatom. mem b er* of Congress. What do we 
expect of them ? When they run for office, they will 
prom ise to serve their constituencies and each con­ 
stituent will assum e that he is the one Viho m ust he 
served. 
This is. of course, nonsense. 
No man 
could possib ly serve so m any m asters. 


Hepie.sentative governm ent is then not an accept­ 
ance of leadership b ut rather a m atter of com prom ise 
NIn fact, our governm ent is so organized on a system 
*^of check> and b alances among the Executive, the Sen­ 
ate and the House of Repre.^entatives that com prom ise

) Latin America 
Needs A Tonic 


If gloom is the prevailing mood at Alliance 
for Progress headquarters in Washington these 
days, some satisfaction should be plucked from 
the realization that it did the best it could. 
Idealists, who effervesced with visions of the 
accomplishments a $20 billion injection would 
chalk up in one short decade, nurse a hangover. 
South American political temperament is 
changing, but much more slowly than some 
Alliance enthusiasts predicted. The one-man dic­ 
tatorship has largely disappeared. Even in the 
case of Cuba, there are increasing rumors that 
the bearded one is little more than a figurehead. 
More frequently than not, dictatorship is 
still the rule, but it now takes the form of a 
military junta or other commission-type statism. 
The popular election has not become popular. 
Indeed, it is feared by some friends of freedom, 
who are not at all certain the populace of some 
countries is yet capable of self-government. 
A great amount of self-reliance is required 
to form a successfully democratic plebiscite; re­ 
sponsibility, literacy and a break from the over­ 
powering ties of oppression. 
Peru’s currently ruling military junta, the 
similar minor revolution which struck Argen­ 
tina in March, and the evolution toward all- 
powerful statism in Brazil over recent months 
are symptomatic of South America’s inability to 
produce representative government in one giant 
step. 
What is needed more than any other tonic 
in the Latin countries is a return to private 
hands of the tools of production, the farmlands 
and the major portion of the income derived 
therefrom. Recharging the economy from the 
foundations quickly enough will set in motion 
a resurgence of initiative and desire for im­ 
provement which will not fail to weaken the 
despotic tradition. 
It is a movement which cannot be primed 
by government-to-government aid.

Politicians Must Fib 


Politicians are forced by the circumstances of their 
trade to live from day to day. It is the philosopher and 
the historian who risk forecasting the course of events 
and who often take a stand which opposes the current 
fashions. Statesmen sometimes gamble on principles, 
but the politician must deal with what is before him. 
Sometimes history and even public opinion reverse 
themselves, usually after the politician is dead and 
what seemed to be so very wrong when it was done, 
may, in later years, prove to have been right. To this. 
Herbert Hoover is an exception, for he has lived long 
enough for public opinion to have reversed itself and 
he who was regarded as a failure as President is now- 
one of the most beloved men. On August IO, he will 
have a birthday party in West Branch, Iowa, where he 
was horn and many will come from near and far to 
do him honor. 


A figure such as Hitler will be judged by his­ 
tory a century or more from now very differently 
from today. 
However, this much is certain: 
he 
was a politician and therefore dealt with imme­ 
diate events. 
He, like most politicians in all of 
History, lied freely when he needed to and men 
accepted his lies. So astute a student of political 
currents in 1933 as Walter Lippman said of a 
speech that Hitler delivered: 


-Yr 
“The Chancellor stated that ‘nevertheless no Ger­ 
man government will of its own volition break an 
agreement that cannot be abrogated except by substi­ 
tuting a better one. 
However, this acknowledgement 
of the legal character of such a treaty can only be a 
general one. 
Not only the victor has claim s to the 
rights granted therein but also the vanquished. 
The 
right to demand revision of this treaty, however, is 
founded on the treaty itself. As the motif and measure 
of its demand, Germany desires nothing but the ex­ 
periences thus far attained, and the undeniable find­ 
ings of logical, critical reason.’ Unless I am greatly 
mistaken, this is the most definite pledge that has yet 
been given by any German government that it would 
pursue its claim for revision within the framework of 
the Covenant of the League of Nations.” 
I do not quote this to point to a failing of Walter 
Lippmann as a prophet. 
I admire him too much for 
that. Rather, I cite this as an example of how danger­ 
ous it is even for the brightest of men to trust to the 
words of politicians who always say what they need 
to say at the moment and change their minds when 
they need to change their minds. 


I make this point as there is a tendency among 
our people to assume that because a man is in 
public life, he will lead rather than bend to the 
common will, As a matter of fact, the theory be­ 
hind the vote is that the chosen person should 
represent those who choose him. We are about to 
choose candidates for the 1%2 Election—-Governors. 
U.S. Senators, members of Congress. What do we 
expect of them? When they run for office, they will 
promise to serve their constituencies and each con­ 
stituent will assume that he is the one Who must be 
served. 
This is, of course, nonsense. 
No man 
could possibly serve so many masters. 


Representative government is then not an accept­ 
ance of leadership but rather a m atter of compromise. 
Xii: fact, our government is so organized on a system 
"*pf checks and balances among the Executive, the Sen­ 
ate and the House of Representatives that compromise 
is a built-in method 
Without such a process we should 
he standing absolutely still at ali times. If the people 
then assume that because a politician said so-and-so 
in a campaign, he is to be trusted to hold to that 
position forever, they are bound to be disappointed, for 
so adamant and obdurate a person would fail utterly 
to accomplish anything under our system. 
As the 1962 campaign really commences, therefore, 
we need to worry less about what men say and more 
about their character and what they have done in the 
past and their political associations. 
We dare not assume that any politician can live up 
to his promises, but we can be sure that a man of 
character and decency will not betray his country. It 
is so easy, in politics, really to do nothing but to say 
much.

What Has Happened To Party Discipline? 


WASHINGTON—On the .surface 
the Senate is in a state of utter 
confusion. Actually, it is reflect­ 
ing the breakdown of the Demo­ 
cratic Party and a seeming in­ 
ability to follow the guidance or 
advice of either the President or 
the duly chosen leaders of the 
Upper House. 
Theoretically, the row in the 
Senate is about the bill to let pri­ 
vate companies develop a com­ 
munications system by using sat­ 
ellites like Telstar. But the issue 
isn’t broad enough to cause all 
the hullabaloo it has in the last 
few days. President Kennedy is 
for the measure, and it would be 
passed by an overwhelming m a­ 
jority 
it 
could 
be 
brought to 
a vote. For, after all. there is as 
good a reason why telephone ser­ 
vice by satellites should be left 
in the hands of private companies, 
subject as usual to government 
regulation of rates, as there is 
for telephone communication by 
private companies to be maintain­ 
ed, as it is, under the sea or by 
direct radio. 
The bill to deal with the satel­ 
lite system of telephone commu­ 
nication has. however, afforded an 
excuse for an outbreak by the so­ 
called “ liberals.” Among them 
therfe is no real solidarity or even 
any excessive amount of political 
virtue. Some are sore because 
President Kennedy isn't channel­ 
ing enough money to their states 
in an election year. Some are up­ 
set about legislative measures for 
which they want a preference that 
they are not getting. On the whole, 
it seems strange to see a filibus­ 
ter conducted by those who like to 
feel that the term “liberal” ap­ 
plies to them. For they have hith­ 
erto condemned it as the merely 
unrighteous tactic of Southerners 
intent on blocking “civil rights" 
legislation.

(Bobbs-Mcmin. 
That was one of a su cceasion of glaring military 
errors the spring of 1862. Generals who had been 
brou ght u p to regard Napoleon as the greatest of 
soldiers were making Napoleon’s mistakes. 
The standard text at West Point in the decade 
before the war was “Rifle and Light Infantry Tac­ 
tics.” which Lt. Col. William J. Hardee had adapted 
from French teachings. Volu nteer officers in 1861 
and 1862 on both sides boned over it. A new manu al 
on mu skets, rifles and carbines adopted for the 
Union forces in 1862 [see light! also was from 
French sou rces. Incidentally, the Union Army con­ 
tinu ed to favor the French Napoleon, a smooth­ 
bore, mu zzle-loading hoiAitzer, as Its basic artillery 
piece, while nfled, breech-loading cannon were 
available.
